All
partles are full of congratulations for my
right honorable frlend for baving commu-
nleated to the publle, not only all informa-
tlon he haa recelved, but every step he
took In connection with the Bouth African
polley.. (Cheers.)

“That may or may not be a metihed of
procedura applicabla to all cases and all
officers.

GEN. WEYLER EXPLAINS TO MURAT HALSTEAD.

RECOGNITION OF THE SEPARATISTS AS BELLIGERENTS WOULD NOT IMPROVE THEIR POSITION FROM
A MILITARY POINT OF VIEW—HE HAS SYMPATHY WITH BONA FIDE AMERICANS, BUT
NOT WITH CUBANS WHO BECOME AMERICAN CITIZENS FOR POLITICAL PURPOSES.

Habana, Feb. 14, 1896.

Having arrived at the palace, I was shown into a vast, cool smoking room called the recep~
tion gallery. There the Captain-General, having seated
take chairs.

He was told that if any question which seemed unreasonable to his sense of duty was asked,
to attribute it to solicitude on my part for authentic information. He promptly said he would
answer any question. He was told that the highest officers and all the people of the United
States were interested in his administration. The General appeared pleased to hear that, and
when I spoke of the trouble in getting the whole truth, and the diligent inquiries of the State De-
partmeht of the American Government, he was satisfied.

Throughout the conversation General Weyler used the expression “America;” instead of the
“United States.”

I said that many Americans thought the recognition of Cuban Separatists as belligerents
would do them no good in a military sense, and explained to him that I knew he would not talk
politics. But in a mere military view of the matter, I asked, would recognition aid the rebel-
lion. Would it give the Separatists military advantages? In America there were many doubts
about that.

That, he said, was going too much into politics for him; in fact, the established 60vemment
had those things to consider. Recognition would not be of any military service to the rebellion. If
the Separatists were recognized, they would not be able to continue their policy of destroying prop-
erty and assaulting women. :

“Have there been executions in the military pl:isons in this city or on the island, as has been
rumored?” T asked.

The General said, “No.” He had not authorized an execution, and would deal severely with
any one taking the lives of prisoners without authority. He would have all cases of sentences of
death brought before him for revision. @ .

“IHas Your Excellency noticed that there are many American citizens in Cuba?”

“I have not had my aftention drawn to the number of American citizens on the island,” an-
swered General Weyler. “I respect real Americans from the United States; but the Cubans who
have made themselves Americans for the evasion of certain laws of otirs have not my sympathy
—-at any rate, not the same sy mpathy that I have with real Americans.”

Germany Will Not Abandon Her Re-
solve to Interfers in the
Transvaal,

ENGLAND'S POWER IN EGYPT MENACED

She May Have to Consent to a Joint Euro-
pean Control in the Land of the
Phaarohs to Obtain
France's Aid.

London, Feb. 15.—The tone of ths Con-
servative and Lilberal speeches ln the de-
bate last night In the House of Commons
and the comments to-day of the newspapers
of both parties disclose the fact that there

Sir William
Vernon-Harcourt's morallslng on the fate
which attends those who Interfers in tha
Arrang tofd tie differences did not
seem to be taken seriously by the Liberals,
whose lender In the House he is.

It adds that If the Boer
lews make it imposdlble for a man to be-
come & burgher, they must not at the spme
time deprive him of his rights as a Britisgh
subject. The gravity of the situation Is be-
coming recognized.

‘The Bpectator says that the possibility
of & terrible war underlies the declurntion
of Baron Marschall von Bleberstain, the
German Foreign Minlster, that Germany
will oot abandon her resolye to Interfeve
In the affairs of the Transvasl. The paper
